The majority of the Committee on 


Corporations, Messrs. 
Williams and 


Bramsey, day before yesterday present- 
ed the following report on Mr. Will- 
iams' bill, proposing to reduce railroad 
charges thirty per osnt: 


Mr. President:—Your OommiUee on 


Corporations, to whom was referred the 
special message of the Governor, relat- 
ing to railroad charges iu this State, 
aud urging the application of a remedy 
for abuses of same, have had the matter 
under consideration, and regret that 
efforts to that end have thus far failed 
to secure legislative sanction. While 
most members of the Legislature 'earn- 
estly desire such just reforms as would 
prove satisfactory to a suffering constit- 
uency, tha conflict of opinions too fre- 
quently, npon mere details ot the great 
work, has thus far prevented successful 
action. 


Your committee do not believe that 


sufficient time remains of this session 
to perfect and pass such measures as 
will afford the desired relief, yet, in 
compliance with the message of his Ex- 
cellency, the Governor, present here- 
with and commend to the consideration 
of the Senate, a bill which proposes a 
reduction of thirty per centum on the 
rates of fares and freights charged by 
the sevorrtl railroads in this State on the 
1st daj of February of this year. Eoarls 
carrying loss than 22,000 tons of freight 
annually will be excluded from the oper- 
ations of the Act. 


That such a measure will meet the 


approval of the public, and secure a 
long-desired relief, your committee siu- 
ceroly believe.

MB TAYLOR'S MINOBITY BEPOBT. 


Following is the report submitted by 


Mr. Taylor, the Republican member of 
the same committee: 


Mr, President—Your minority of the 


Committee on Corporations have had 
under consideration the message of His 
Excellency the Governor, relative to the 
unjust discrimination and 
extortion 


practiced by railroads in this State 
against the people of Nevada, aud urg- 
ing the introduction and passage by this 
Legislature of a measure for the relief 
of the people of Nevada from unjust 
discrimination aad extortion. While I 
believe that such discrimination does in 
a degree exist, aud should be removed, 
still I do not deem it eithar advisable or 
judicious at this late day of the session, 
and in view of the defeat, after careful 
consideration aud debate, of two bills 
introduced aud designed for that pur- 
pose, to uttetupt the investigation of a 
measure the working of which could 
only result in further crippliag several 
railroads in this State, now striving to 
meet their obligations. 


The bill makes a sweeping reduction 


of thirty per cent, on the charges in 
force ou the 1st day of January, 1883. 


From a hurried inspection of the an- 


nual railroad reports on file in the 
office of the Secretary of State, for the 
year 1§82, I find the following facts to 
substantially exist: 


Taka the Central Pacific and leased 


lines, as per their report, the gross re- 
ceipts of which for the year 1WS2 were 
$20,675,502 41. A reduction of thirty 
per ceut. would reduce their receipts 
$8,902,G50 72, and as their net profits, 
as shewn by said report of 1882, were 
but $3,284,502 17, there would bo a 
clear deficit or loss of said company of 
§4,718,088 35. 


Take the Virginia and Truckee, the 


receipts of which for the same year 
were $741,045 81. A reduction of thir- 
ty percent, would be $222,313 78, auct 
their profits, net traffic earnings, being 
$287,518 46, only a profit of $65,204 40 
would be shown, and no one would 
claim this sum to be a reasonable inter- 
est ou the cost of the road. 


Take the Carson and Colorado, the 


receipts of which were $442,254 01. A 
reduction of thirty per cent, would be 
$132,676 20, and as they paid a divi- 
dend of $112,500 .there would seem to 
be a. deficit of $20,176 M. 


Take the Eureka and Palisade, the 


receipts of which were $316,292 62. 
Thirty per ceut. reduction would be 
$97,887 78, thus reducing their profits 
from »>443,310 20 iu 1882 to $45,422 42, 
not u large interest ou the cost of the 
road. So with the Nevada Central and 
Nevada and Oregon, the 
reports of 


which show such meager earnings that 
a reduction of thirty per cent, would re- 
sult iu the closing of these rouds and 
their consequent loss to tbe State as 
properties. 


Believing that every class and condi- 


tion of property should bo equally pro- 
tected and surrounded by every s.ile- 
guurd vouchsafed by law, and bel.eviug 
that no citizen or community should be 
oppressed fron. want of adequate law 
governing redress, but that corporations 
iu their dealings with the people should 
be so restrained and regulated as to 
promote rather than destroy the welfare 
of our citizens, and having shown from 
the reports of several railroad companies 
the mathematical uud detrimental oper- 
ations of this bill, I cannot report other 
thuu ugaiust this absolute, unqualified 
and inexorable reduction of thirty per 
cent. 


Furthermore, that from the depressed 


condition j,of business throughout tha 
State, railroad construction included, as 
several railroads that were commenced 
less than'three years ago have, after 
grading mauy miles, discontinued fur- 
ther work, awaiting a revival of the now 
slumbering industries, that measures to 
invite and not drive capital from us 
should be encouraged; that rates, if only 
a trifle less than now charged, would be 
a hindrance to railroad construction, 
and almost ruin to the Nevada and 
Oregon, Eureka and Palisade, Nevada 
Central and the Cursen and Colorado 
Rnilroadr, as they could not possibly 
pay interest on thoir bonds; than at this 
time to enact any lav/bearing upon pub- 
lic improvements, the provisions or pol- 
icy of which would be debatable in 
money centers aud among capitalists, 
would be unwise legislation, against 
sound public policy and the prosperity 
of the State. 


Therefore the minority of your Com- 


mittee oh Corporations would recom- 
mend that the matter be left to the peo- 
ple of Nevada and the next Legislature.

A Battle Mountain correspondent of 


the Sacramento Bee describes the habits 
and haunts of our home bird to that 
paper, saying that "in color they are 
a trifle darker than the grouse, and 
have black spots or speckles on them, 
and are just ti trifle smaller; and in 
habits nre nearly directly tbe opposite. 
They aie essentially a sage han, and 
like to feed in the valleys during the 
Summer, and are not often found near 
water except in the extreme heat of the 
day, when they sometimes lie along the 
banks of the valley streams in the 
shade. They breed in the Spring very 
much as the grouse: does, but instead of 
going up the mountains they descend to 
the valleys and remain there until the 
cold drives them to their Winter home, 
which will be upon some high, bleak 
mountain top, where the wind blows 
the snow off, leaving it bars. On these 
bald peaks lives the sage hen in Winter, 
partly on 'account of the facility for food 
and partly for protection from wild ani- 
mals; and it is useless to try to find 
sage hens in .the Winter, You might 
find a straggler whosa parent was killed 
and left hiia without instructions as to 
Winter protection, but never many of 
them. It is vary singnlLr that the male 
birds live ten out of the twelve months 
on these bald peaks. 
They are shy old 


fellows, and only descend to the valleys 
in the breeding season— March, April 
or A£ay — and then return to the peaks, 
remaining until Spring ugiiiu. 


I often hear cowboys toll of the large 


flocks of sage hens on different moun- 
tains iu tho Summer. I theu know the 
breeding season is over and that the 
old cocks have flocked to their favorite 
haunts to keep bachelors hall until 
Winter comes, when their mates join 
them from 
the valleys. It 
is hard 


work to secure a good bag of these 
hardy old chaps, as they are very wary 
and careful and lie poorly to the dog. 
Not so with their sisters in the valleys. 
The latter are nearly fools, and with a 
good dog in August, September and 
October, it is an easy matter to extin- 
guish a whole flouk in a short titne, as 
tuny are very tam«. They urn easily 
idlled, da they fly low and straight, 
much like the Eastern prairie chicken, 
making a whistling, 
cooing noiso as 


they rise. They 
are poor eating at 


best, nnd should in all oases bo drawn 
before they arc cold, otherwise they 
taate of the sago. 


Thpre ia no skill required in banting 


or lulling sage heus. Just find a flock 
iiud kill it, has been my experience. 
Tuey ar«, however, ucarcu in the set- 
tled portions of tho State along the 
railroads, and one must go 50 to 100 
milt's away bot'ore finding them plenti- 
ful. 
They never fly and light in brush 


or free, though one out of ten may he 
found hiding iu 
underbrush on the 


ground. They are a ground bird, and 
directly opposite to the grouse in this 
respect. So, when you kill a siigo hen 
sibling upon a 
limb, make up your 


mind it is a grouse."
